~ MARCO FOSCOLO. 


A large and representative gathering as- 
sembled last night at the New Khedivial Hotel 
to hear the young violinist Marco Foscolo. 
The programme was a varied one and gave 
the audience ample opportunities of gauging 
the capabilities of the young performer. It 
will be impossible to do more than touch upon 
the pertormance generally, but the two items 
which call for especial notice were the exquisite 
Légende of -‘Wieniawski and Beethoven’s 
‘Romance in. F major. Both these pieces were 
well interpreted and the violinist seemed to 
have a due appreciation of the pathetic and 
stirring harmonies which make the first- 
mentioned such a favourite. In the Mazurka of 
Wieniawski’s it must be confessed he was not 
so successful : he hardly seemed to have caught 
the spirit of the’ music, and there was a 
noticeable lack of rhythmic appreciation; while 
in one or two places the bowing was harsh. On 
the other hand the performer seemed a little 
too much-at home in the beautiful Madrigale 
of Simonetti which concluded the programme, 
and as a result his interpretation was some- 
what slovenly ; but with these few exceptions, 
the performance must be reckoned as a 
distinctly-good one, and as it is but just to 
view a maiden effort more by the light 
of future development and potential power. 
‘than by the actual rendering - presented, it 
may be confidently asserted that with careful 
study and the maturing of the mind which the 
years will bring Marco Foscolo has a successful 
if nota great career before him. His executive 
power is certainly exceptional for'a violinist ot 
his limited experience, and his rendering of

The new Cairo theatre opened on Thursday 
night—as a Cairo theatre should—with Aida :

success. The theatre itself, the staging, 
scenery, orchestra, and singing were all highly 
commendable, and the house was well filled. 
Aida is an opera which must always com- 
mend) itself to Cairenes, and last Thursday 
night's presentment of it augured well for all 
concerned in the new venture. In the first 
place the orchestra was distinctly successful. 
The/ 2nd act was certainly loud, but after 
all, /the trumpets are a part of the ensemble, and 
necessary to the effect. Let us at once con-

Throughout, her voice -and acting were alike 
unexpectedly admirable, so much so as to 
dwarf in a, measure her colleagies, good as 
these were.

THE HOUSING QU ESTION 
AT ALEXANDRIA 


AN INTERESTING EXAMPLE. 


The following extract from the Daily Mai 
of the 18th ulto., is to be laid on the Muni 
cipal Council’s ‘table by Mr. Alderson to- 
night, as an example for Alexandria’ :—

_ -RIXDORF. 

From the centre of the city, with its splendit 
houses and its ceaseless shops, an electric tram 
earries one swiftly to Rixdorf—a district con: 
nected -by every possible means with every 
quarter of the city, however fashionable or 
magnificent. And when you reach it you 
scarcely know that you have left the fashion- 
able quarters at all. For on every side of you 
are spacious streets, with trees planted at the 
kerb, and ‘on either hand tall white palaces 
rising up with solid dignity towards:a cleat sky. 

Huge houses, bright and speckless, with wide 


doorways, many shining windows, and iron- 


railed balconies, where creepers twine and 
children play. Splendid -and noble’ houses, 
such as you would look for with difficulty in 
almost any quarter of London. It is here that 
the working¢lasses of Berlin live out their 
careful, thrifty, and laborious lives, _ 2 
The jerry-builder does not exist in Berlin, As 
soon as land falls vacant. it is* purchased by 


companies of recognised repute, often by bank- 


ing houses, and only such streets are planned 
which meet all the requirenients of‘sanitation 
and art. The houses are built, and the working 
classes enter thein, thé well-off. renting the 
ground and first floors, the poorer folk mounit-

INSIDE A GERMAN HOME. 

I have had the pleasure of entering some of 
these flats and talking to their owners I found 
the interiors no whit less pleasing than thie 
magnificence of the facades. Here, for instance. 
is the home of a man who keeps a little green: 
grocers shop in his front room.’ On* the walls 
are shelves bright with polished china and tin. 
A stove filled with hot bricks diffuses a pleas. 
ant warmth, and shines in all its tiles with the 
labours of the housewife. A table spread wiih 
a neat cloth eccupies the centre of the room. 
and is set out with, the’ frugal tea of the little 
family.. The grandmother with. a’ warm shaw! 
over her shoulders sits in a high-backed chair 
the fri 0d housewife— 
radliantly clean— hangs ever the back of the 
chair nodding a sympathetic head at every 
twist.of the conversation. Big and burly, lean- 
ing against the wall, with his cap in his hand, 
his arms folded across his deep chest, is the 
miaster of the household—an ex-seaman with 
shining dark eyes, black hair, and a red face.

EGYPTOLOGICAL NOTES 


MANUSCRIPT FINDS AT CAIRO. - 

Principal Péterson of McGill University, 
Canada, when'in Europe recently, was*present- 
ed with portions ‘of three rare Hebrew manu- 
scripts for the University Library. They came 
from the Genizah of the old Jewish Synagogue 
at Cairo. One is of unusual character, being 
an s\rabic work-in Hebrew letters, relating to 
the. commentaries of _Saadjiah upon the 
Old Testament. Another is part of the Hebrew 
Midrash. ‘The third preserves part of a rhymed 
composition chiefly on the function of‘the High 
Priest in connection with Leviticus XVI, pro- 
bably for recital on the Day of Atonement. It 
is Rabbinic and not Karaite in character. 


JSRAELITES IN EGYPT. 

Spiegelberg has published a well-written and 
very interesting pamphlet on the sojourn of 
the Israelites in Egypt in the light of Egyptian 
monuments. In the celebrated stela; so-called, 
of-Israel he considers as perfectly certain the 
reading of the word, Israel: “The tribe of 
Israe! is made desolate, without fruits in the 
> field ; Palestine has become a widowto Egypt,” 
etc. (Strasburg : Schlesier and Schwenkhard.) 

Professor Sellin, who ig now again at. work 
at Taanach, has been, fortunate enough to’ 
discover another cuneiform tablet. partly well 
preserved and partly weathered. In the in- 
scription some person is commanded to bring 
something from the city of Megiddo. The date 
is approximately that of the tablets found at 
Taanach last year. 


ANCIENT EGYPTIANS AND ELECTRIC 
LIGHT. : 

Ex-Commander L, W. Barber, writing ‘from 
Paris to the Scientific American, says : 

“I have just béen reading in your issue o1: 
Aiigust 27 a most interesting article, entitled 
“lhe Romance of Light,” by Fred Hovey 
Allen. He shows that man commenced with 
the pine torch, and says : “Ihe expression that 
mankind was plunged in darkness during the 
early ayes is true in every sense.” It seems to 
me that exception must be taken to this sweep- 
ing remark in the case of the ancient Egypt- 
ians. So tar as}] am aware no lamps havé ever 
been found there which could be proved to be 
older than the period of the Roman conquest ; 
and yet if one grants that they had the com- 
mon smoky little clay hand lamps for use above 
ground, how did they manage underground ? 
In the Vailey of the Tombs at Luxor theré 
are numerous tunneled tombs, that run for 
hundreds of feet into-the side of the mountain. 
They are anywhere’ from eight’ to say fifteen 
feet in average .diameter, square in cross 
section, amd vary to the right and left. and up 
or down during their length, so that to reflect 
light from the mouth’ by means of mirrors 
would have been quite impossible, especially 
with workmen continually passiag in and out.’ 
Now the walls of these tombs ‘are literally 
covered with the finest hieroglyphies, either 
incised or stenciled in red and_ black, and 
in a new tomb these are as fresh and 
clean as the pages of your. paper. In 
old tombs they are more or less smoked by the 
torches of the guides. I have thought of 
phosphorous: lamps ; but they would hardly 
give general illumination enough to follow out 
a large design. Posstbly, bottled fireflies, as ‘in 

- southern India, or beetles, as in South 
America, might be utilized ; but both methods 
seem too primitive. Could they have had 
electricity! 1 saw it stated some time ago 
that some English electrician was going to 
deliver a lecture at St. Louis. on “Electricity 
Among the Ancient Egyptians ;” but I have 
seen no reference to it since. I am very-much 
interested inall that pertains to the mechanical 
or rather physical triumphs of the Ancient 
Egyptians, and have done some little work in 
that direction. Hf Mr. Allen or any of. your 
other readers have any information or ideas on 
this particular application of the light problem, 
‘Il would much. like to hear them.” 
RECENT DISCOVERIES. 

At she meeting of the Egyptian Institute 
Mt nvnth M. Legrain read a-paper on what 
M. Myepero subsequently characterized as one 
of the two ites important historical discoveries 
ever shade in Egypt, the other being that ‘of 
the Serapeum and its monuments by Mariette. 
Vor some -years past M. Legrain has been en- 

“gaged in repairing and strengthening the great 
temple of Amon at Thebes, now known. to 
tourists as Karnak, and in the course ofthe 
work last winter he lighted upon a sort of pit 
or cachette On the southern side of the ruins, 

NL which,-in the midst of* mud -and water, 

- ippimerable statues were piled pele-méle, one 

upon the other. Along with them were bronzes, 

which included about a thousand gilded bronze 
FIGURES OF OSIRIS, 

as well as other objects. The fact that most of 

the monuments ‘were below the present level 

of the water made the labour of excavat- 

ing very considerable, but before the season

it is expected that nearly'as many more will | 
be found during the coming winter. The for- 
tunate discoverer has spent the summer in 
examining and arranging the monuments, 
which have now been transferred to the Cairo 
Museum, and the. results of his work were 
given in a lucid and interesting paper. Among 
the statues are many royal-ones. Perhaps the 
most remarkable, and certainly the most. un- 
expected, are those of kings of the Old Empire, 
which settle once for all the antiquity of the 
GREAT THEBAN SANCTUARY. 
The series begins with a statue which, from its 
likeness to- the statue of Kha-sekhemui, is 
assigned by M. Legrain to the second dynasty, 
and is followed-by statues of Khufu.or Cheops, 
of User-en-Raand of Sahu-Ra, of the fourth 
and fifth, The eleventh dynasty is represented 
bya statue of Mentuhotep, and a headless 
seated statue of Antef-aa,’ whom the dedicator 
of the image, Usertesen I., describes as his 
forefather, thus upsetting the recent attempt 
of the Berlin School of Egyptologists to alter 
‘the-aceepted position of the Antef princes. 
There are some fine statues of the kings of the 
12th and 13th dynasties, some hitherto un- 
known ~Pharaohs being™included among the 
latter, ag well as a sphinx of magnificent work- 
manship, the features of which recall those of 
the so-called Hyksos sphynxes of the Delta. As 
might be expected, the kings and queens of the 
istu DYNASTY 
are numerous, ‘The figure of Thothmes IIL, 
in fact, is the chef d’uvre of the whole collec- 
tion, and is one of the most beautiful works of 
art that have been bequeathed to us by anti- 
quity. It is extremely interesting also for an- 
other.reason, ‘The profile of the face is European 
rather than Egyptian afd reminds’ us of the 
statuary Of classical Greece. Another interest- 
ing statue is that ofthe “heretic king,” Amon- 
hotep 1V., in fossil wood. This too is evidently 
‘a portrait, and makes it @lear that’ the usual 
representations of the king ‘are ‘mere cati- 
catures. His face as seen in this statue is that 
of a dreamy visionary, arid, though somewhat. 
plain,.is very far from being ugly or repulsive, 
Next to the portrait-statue of Thothmes ITI, 
however, the finest artistic work is a statue-of 
Tutankh-Amon, whose features, as M. Legrain 
pointed out, have been reproduced in a beauti- 
ful statue of the god Khonsu, which, though 
usurped by Hor-em-heb, must therefore have 
been executed in his reign. A statue of 
RAMESES IL 


must also be noticed forts artistic firish, 
though it lacks the strength of the ‘earlier 
work ; and, coming down to later times, a 
‘statue of the Ethiopian king, Taharka, is also 
worthy of attention. One of the statues is 
shown by its Greek drapery to belong to the 
Ptolemaic epoch. Besides the royal images, 
‘there is an immense number of statues of the 
priests and prophets of Amon and ‘other high 
officials. From one or two of these M. Legrain 
has skilfully extracted important historical 
information. Thus a genealogy which goes 
back for sixteen generations to a certain 
Sheben makes the tenth descendant of the 
latter a contemporary of Shishak, the founder 
of the 22nd dynasty, and introduces us toa 
new king, Horsiesi, who would have lived in 
the time of Osorkon II. As Brugsch was the 
first to point out, these genealogies are the 
best means we have at present for controlling 
the chronology of ancient Egypt. Another 
monument is interesting as the memorial of 
the general who was sent by Psammetichus 
against the revolted troops whose rebellion is 
described by Herodotus, -while yet another 
shows that the 21st and 23rd dynasties must 


haye been contemporaneous, thus explaining the |. 


puzzlingly long period which the-monuments 
assign to the 22nd dynasty. 
ONEOF THEMOST IMPORTANTRESULTS 


of M. Legrain’sediscovery is the evidence it 
furnishes that up to the Greek age the Egyp- 
tian temples contained all the material needful 
for reconstructing the past history of the 
country. They were filled with inscribed 
statues and other monuments which formed a 
continuous series of “contemporaneous - docu- 


ments from the earliest period of the kingdom. | 


Herodotus is thus shown to have.said no more 
than the truth when he declared that-Hecateeus 
had seen at Thebes the statues of 345 high 
priests of Amon who had followed one another 
in a regular succession. It is a fresh proof that 
the vast antiquity.to which Egyptian history 
lays claim is really founded on fact. 

In a lnminous and eloquent address deliver-: 
ed by wayg@@buclusion to M. Legrain’s paper, 
M. Masper lained how such an extraordin- 
ary collection ot statues came to have been 
buried. After its destruction, first by the 
Assyrians and then by the Persians, Thebes 
lay neglected and in ruins until the time of 
the earlier Ptolemies, who, in their” desire to 
conciliate the natives and be regarded as the 
representatives of the ancient Pharaohs, under- 
took the restoration of the venerable sanctuary 


among the ruins. They had neither artistic 
nor historical value in the eyes of the restorers, 
but a belief in their sacred, or rather magical, 
character prevented them from being destroyed. 
They were therefore buried out of the way, 
and new buildings erected . on the foundations 


which they helped to form. The fact that the. 


latest of the statues found is of ‘the Greek 
period indicates pretty clearly the date at 
which their eutumbment took place.
